Advices received at Key West state 
that a notable victory has been won by 
ineurgents commanded by General Calix- 
to Garcia in the province of santiago de 
Caba.

A Perlious Mail Contrict, 


Captain Wiiliam Moore, the well known 
prospector and explorer, has secured a 
contract from t' oe Dominion voverament 
for carrying three letter maile into Fort 
Cudahy and Forty Mile Creek, Canadian 
territory, The first of theee mails will 
leave Victoria by the Topeka. railing 
from Victorian on May IS nh. Captain 
Moore, who is at present in Winnipeg, 
will leave for Alaska by tho next steam- 
er in order to haye boais and men ready 
for the conveyance of the niail. Upon 
its arrivai at Junean, where it will be 
turned over to him, he will taka it by 
Rieamer to the bay at the head of the 
Lynacanal. This bay is within a few 
days’ sailing from Victoria, ia frea from 
ime anda cessible to ceean steamers at 
all times ofthe year, From here the 
White Paas ronte will be need, and the 
mail must be packed by men throuvh 
fourteen miles of Alaskan territory, eight 
miles of which is veryrongh, Tha mail 
mis’ be packed ejzhteea miles farther 


in’ British Colambia territory before 
Toorh-hie lake. the nearest navigable 
pointonthe Yukon river ia reached

FIRE AND DYNAMITE. 


A Second Covflagration Wipes Ont Cripple 
Creek. 

A fire which broke out in the Poriland 
hotel destroyed aboot all that was left of 
Cripple Creek. after the recent great con- 
flagration. Four peraons were killed by 
explosions and at least fourteen ip)jired, 
several of them fataily. The flames 
spread with great apidity although 
strenuous efforte were made to check the 
progress of the fire by blowing up the 
building with dynamite they proved of 
noavail, All the business buildings are 
in ruins and nothing is left of the town 
except the railroad stations and a few 
Bealtered ho- ges. 

While the fire was raging special trains 
were run from Victor and Gilette to bring 
in miners with etocks of dynamite ready 
to nse whenever there was any cali for it. 
Dynamite was more common than water 
and the lavish uaecf it was productive 
of many fatalities. 

The Palace hote!, containing thirty 
rooms, waa the first place attacked with 
dynamite and from the resulta it wonid 
appear ho warning was givea of the im. 
pending explosion. As the walls tottered 
in response to the tremendous charges of 
giant powder, the air waa filled with 
shrickaof dying men who had been 
caught in their roome and dragged down 
in the wreck. Before the wreckeie 
could Gifrany sid, they were driven 
back by the flames which rolled over the 
site of the hotel. The dynamiters flew 
to save their own livea. The losa of life 
at the Palace is merely a matter of con- 
jectore. The Bimetallic bank and First 
Nati nal bank burned as if made of pa- 
per. ‘The Firat National bank, the lead- 
ing institation of the district, was with- 
out proper facilities for holding the $50,- 
(0) Or more deposita entrusted to if. 
Since the last tiratha bank had tempo- 
rary quarters in the new burned district 
where there were no vanit accommoda- 
tions, Toadd to the apprehensions of 
the stcckholders and depositors. the ex- 
plosion of dynamite leaves nothing to 
be recovered from the ruina, 

Volnuteers operating without guides or 
reason are credited with blowing up 
buildinge reckleasly, 

Aficr the Palace hotel explosion the 
crowd that followed the tira paneed fora 
moment, and the people began to grow 
vehement in their dennnciations cf the 
dynamiiers. There were several warm 
enemot+era between the  disputants. 
While a riot was impending the flames 
worked towards the crowd that blocked 
Bennett avenne, ant the advantage 
gained by the destrnetion of the hotel 
was lost by not removing the debris. 

_ ‘Thousands of homelea people shivered 
abont camp fires or wandered among the 
rnine of this onee prospersns city through- 
out the nignt. ‘Thecold was savere and 
before morning anow hagan to fall. Daur- 
ing the night the distance of a mile to 
the right and deft. The burriog embers 
bresented a sight most incomparable. 
Sanding ona fill beyond the burned 
district and to the weet. the pictnre was 
one of a huge bowl, with steam isening 
above. Ryerywhere along thoroughfares 
wasto be seenthe work ofdynamite, A 
company of the National Guards is on 
duty in the burned district. Numercua 
arresta have been made cntaide the dias 
trict,aresortto which had been made 
by the vacrant element which has lately 
infested Cripple Creek. All night tires 
were starting cecasionally at different 
places, Where possi'le the residents 
pulled the houses down, and if that fail- 
ed, blew themup. They had no water 
in that portion of the city, A rumor is 
in circnlation that aman was eeen in 
the act of setting tire to a dwelling on 
Capitol hill and was shot by the res - 
deat, Mayor Doyle, of Nictor, has erm- 
ployed two fire wardens for every busi- 
nesa block in that city, as it has teen 
rumored the fire buge are after that town 
a4 well a3 Cripple Creek.

THE SHAH 1S DEAD. 
The Ruler 


of Persala Assaasinated In a 
Charch, 


Whie the Shah was entering the inner 
shrine of Shah Abdul Azim, six milea 
aonth of Teheran, Persia, tha other gfter- 
noon, he was kiled, It is ¢flicially an- 
nounced that the Shah is dead. The 
arsuaein fired point blank at bie heart. 
Immediately afterthe Shah wes ehot he 
was carried to a carnage ard conveyed 
to the palace in Teheran and attended 
hy Dr, Thologan, his chief physician, and 
other physiclans were hastily sent for, 
Pat, in epite of their combined efforts, 
his majesty expired soon after arrival at 
4 o’clock in tneafiernoon. The aseassin 
was promptly arrceted and ia paid to be 
a Sayvvid from Kerman, or from the pro- 
vincoof that name. It is helieved the 
murderer har secomplices. The heir ap- 
puent, Mozaftter ed Din, was immediate 
ly siviaed of the assassination of his 
father, and will leave Tabriz, where he is 
s joarning, for Trehern as soon as pus- 
elile. 

A dispatch from Teheran to the Lon- 
don Times regarding the sitnation in 
Persia, incident upon the assassination of 
the Shah, eave: “Mach divcontent has 
existed for some time throngh the dear 
ness of provieions, partly caused by the 
exceasive isane of copper esins, Consid- 
eral alarm prevails, and Pri ce Naibea 
Bnitaneh, third son of the Shah, hae re- 
tired to hia palaceat the request of the 
government, The aseassin’s name is 
Malah R-za,and he is supposed to be 
from Raeibae.” 

An article inthe Times on the late 
Shah calla to mind that at the beginning

INDIAN EXECUTION. 


Dexterity in the Use of the Revolver--No 
Rope Necessary in This Style of Work— 
The Indian Wife's Grief, 


Indians ag arule will face death with 
apparent indifference, and seem to have 
no dread of bullets op baronets, but all 
have an unconqguerable horror of hang- 
ing. This fact brought about the Indian 
laws providing in the Choctaw and other 
nations fur execution by shooting. 
is the story of a Choctaw, no better than 
his brothers, yet an honorable man. In 
order thoroughly to understand the cir 
cumstances, a description of a Chectaw 
execution witnessed by the writer at Fort 
smith, Ark., and given in the Buffalo 
Express, some time ago on the reserva- 
tion, will be appreciated. 

It wasa cold, dreary December day 
Two roads, rough and hard frozen. 'ed to 
the scene of the execution. The vehicle 
wae astill prairie buckboard. Our way 
was along the muddy lands through Por 
teau Mottom, through dense forests of 
pecan, walnut and oak. At Sullyville we 
were joined by the Indian sheriff, who is 
ex-officio '* Lord High Executioner 

It was about ten o’cloek in the morn- 
ing of our second day out, when we vie 
ited the Indian court house and jail, a 
rude, long ingens built on the style 
of most of the store houses and better 
class of Indi es territory dwellings, Levi 
James, the unfortunate man whose death 
We Wore soon to witness, was seated on 
a bench in the building with his weeping 
ehildren beside him. He was a full- 
blooded Choctaw, about twenty-five years 
old, with a fair education, He belonged 
to one of thf best familles of his tribe, 
He had killed another Indian while 
drunk, and without cause or provocation 
liis vietim belonged to an Influential 
Choctaw family, @ho had prosecuted the 
easa against James very zealously. 
Eiforts were made for a commutation of 
sentence, but without cuecess, 

Family intluence might have secured 
executive clemeney, but under Indian 
laws no pardoning power ts veated in the 
chief or governor of a tribe, the courts 
Alone having the power to impose 4 pen- 
alty or grant a pardon. After sentence of 
death had been passed upon him, the In 
dian convict Was released upon his own 
recognizance until a few davs before the 
time set for his death, when he was 
placed In Jail to prepare himaelf to moet 
the Great Spirit. He had made no effort 
during his liberty to flea the country of 
“yo on the scout,’ as dodging the offl- 
cers ofthe law is called in the Indian 
territory, An ludian missionary prayed 
awhilein the jail with the condemned 
lian, and then went his way, James, who 
Was ws eripple, Was assisted into the open 
woods, behind the jail, a blanket was 
spread upon the ground, and he took his 
seat upon it. tlis wife stvuod near, her 
baby in her arms, and a four-year-old 
boy by her side. 

‘The executioner selected by the sheriff 


was an auged Iodlan, who had acted in 
that capacity for forty years, and had 
grown «ray in hie gory work. When he 


stepped out in front of the man to be shot 
aici drew his pistol, the heart-broken 
Wite wept as few Indians cver weep 
Kneeling before her condemned husband, 
sho Was Foon clasped to his arma for the 
last time in life. The two littl children, 

itheut realizing the awful situation, 
and cried moat bitterly because 
their mother was weeping, and the hua- 
band and father, whose impending fate 
hal not unnerved him, and whe, Indian 
hive, had shown fio emotion, was forced 
to give way to his feelings. No longer 
abivo to control himself, his tears mingled 
with those of his loved ones, 

To the few epectators of that sad 
gcene, the situation was one never to be 
forgotien. ‘The sherit! was finally forced 
to tour the weeping wife from the arme 
of hes husband; thus, with one last, lin- 
ging look, she clasped her baby to her 
bosoms took her little boy by the hand, 
ant burried away through the woods, to 
be cut of hearing of the fatal shot, The 
shosiii Unbuttoued the ooat and vest of 
tho condemned man, baring his left 
breast; then, feeling for the beating of 
ih» heart, be pressed hia fingers for an 
instant on the spot to give the executioner 
Atuark af which to shoot. This dune, he 
held one of James’ hands while a deputy 
sheriif held the other. 

The clad executioner sat on 4 stump 
twenty foet away, and as soon as the offi- 
cera strerehod out James’ arms, he raised 
his six shooter with both iiands and in- 
Staltiy tired. His atm was true The 
bullet struck the exact spot Indicated by 
the finger aaark, There was a quick jerk, 
foth hands were torn louse from the 
grip of the officers, and a stream of blood 
spurtel from a ghastly wound A few 
iodie Guivers and twitching of the 
misvies and Levi James was dead. The 
bullet had passed entirely through his 
holy, amt blood trickled from a wound 
in bis back, where the buliet had passed 
out. ihe old executioner blew the smoke 
out of uis piste! barrel, then placing the 
Wetpoo in ite scabbard, walked off as un- 
corcernedly as if he bad shot at atree. A

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MUSHROOMS AND TOADSTOOLS. 


Rules by Which Food Can be Distinguished 
From Poison, 


The common mushroom never grows 
in the woods Remembering thia, the 
collector will not eat supposed mush- 
roams found in the woods, and may thus 
save his family the unpleasant nevessity 
of a coroner's inquest The gills of the 
common mushroom are pink or dark 
brownish purple, but can be distinguished 
only by accurate knowledge of their indi- 
vidual appearance A large genus, the 
lactarius, is known by its exuding milk 
when the stems or caps are broken Many 


of this species are esculent None of them 
is poisonous, several of them are large, 
white and showy; with two exceptions, 
they grow from the ground. and are 
found in the wooda in large quantities, 
tasting, one fs disposed to think that 


spontaneous combustion has occurred | 
the mouth, but it loses its flery qualitics 
on cooking. and, though itis a 
species, is much more tender and savory 
than many of the vegetables we eat 
Here let me say that in cooking all va- 
rieties of mushrooms, they should be 
cooked precisely as is the oyster The time 
of cooking should be determined by the 
consistency of the variety Salt, pepper, 
and butter are the only nevessarias ag 
seasoning, and the aim should be to pre 
serve 2s nearly ag possible a natural fla- 
vor It is culinary heresy to soak them 
With gravies or smother them with for- 
eign lavors
